Development 
ANOTHER AREA INDICATED 


_ The last meeting of the General Pur- 
poses Committee had before it two dis- 
tinct proposals for land development for 
residential purposes in the west of Altona. 


One was an application by Broons Pty. Ltd. to 


have 190 acres of Jand on 


the western side of Koror- 


oit Creek, now zoned as industrial, re-zoned as resi- 
dential. In the other Cr. Sir Bernard Evans and Cr. 
J. Woodruff gave further details of the Notla de- 
velopment already reported on by Cr. W. L. J. Crofts. 


Details of Broons proposal 
as put forward by Messrs, 
Broon, Steel and Grose were 
for approximately 800 build- 
ing blocks with 5% set aside 
for council purposes, plus 
other amenities to the value 
of $30,000 to $40,000, A bridge 
across the creek would be pro- 
vided (this would cost in the 
vicinity of: $100,000), The 
amenities would include an 
infant welfare centre, two 
tennis courts and a children’s 
playground, 


The recommendation of the 
committee was (moved by Cr 
H, W, Lee and seconded by 
Cr A, J, Fisher) that the re- 
zoning of Broons land to rest- 
dential be approved in prin. 
ciple subject to the fact that 
council does not consider the 
area along Kororoit Creek of 
approximately 24 acres as part

He spent more time around the 
home. In these days of cities 
and towns he is often a shad.

Teenagers are in the news 
constantly, but most of this news 
and comment is based only on 
teenagers in the community. .. 

The National Marriage and 
Family Week which commen- 
ces on May 8th has the theme 
“Teenagers in the Family”. 
During this week attention wil! 
be focussed on teenagers in re- 
lationships with parents and 
peers in the family. 


The Chairman of the Nation- 
al Marriage and Family Week 
Council Dr. C. J. Wright ex- 
plained the reasons for such a 





theme. He said “The family is 
where the teenager should re- 
ceive *his basic training in citi- 
zenship, parenthood and where 
he should be helped to reach 
maturity. We are aware that 
many problems face both the 
teenoger ond the parents, and 
during the week we will help 
many community groups to face 
up to these problems and so 
foster better understanding in 
families between teenagers and 
Parents, ‘ 


These are some of thet prob- 
lems, of parents and teenagers 
listed by the National Marriage 
and Family Week Council. 

The attention to teenagers in 
the home becomes increasingly 
important as the population 
explosion increases the propor- 
tion of teenagers with fewer 
adults to give it balance. 


In affluent society teenagers 
have easier access to entertain- 
ment, clothes, wages or pocket 
money and transport, More 
comforts could perhaps help 
their development as _ hardy 
and rescourceful persons, or it 
could hinder their growth to- 
wards maturity: The question 
the Council asks is ‘‘Are par- 
ents spending too much time 
with their teenager children?’’. 

The National and Marriage 
Family Week Council also assert 
that the fear of war and threat 
of destruction makes the 
young wonder "What's the use 
if we're going to be blown up

anyway?””, 

In this atmosphere of in- 
security the happy secure 
family relationship can do 
much to produce basic trust 
in life. 


The Council also lists as a@ 
problem the sex obsession of 
our society with undue and 
ruthless stimulation given by 
advertising, entertainment, 
books and clothes. 
have a responsibility to coun- 
ter this by providing whole- 
some influences, positive ex- 
ample and instruction. 

The need for formal and 
informal preparation for mar- 
riage to be available is made 
obvious by the teenagers who 
now reach sexua! and physi- 
cal maturity earlier, but must 
woit for several years for 
marriage. 


Parents and teenagers are 
both concerned about the 
strain on our education system, 
with competition and quotas 
imposing undesirable strains. 
The Council asks “How do 
parents view education.?””. 

The Council points out that 
the family has also the respon- 
sibility of helping teenagers 
find meaning, purpase and 
their own standards in terms 
of basic faith, when the church- 
es impact is challenged by 
many moral attitudes, intellec- 
tual ideas and modes of life. 


Dr. Wright pointed out that 
in all these problems of parent 
and teenager in the ‘family 
there is the underlying need of 
the young person for indepen- 
dence, The role of the\parent 
is a difficult one He’ said 
“Parents have to know how to 
hold the balonce between re- 
laxing control too soon which 
causes bewilderment and over- 
strain: and holding control too 
tong which sets up reactions of 
hostility, or overdependence”’. 

The theme ‘’Teenagers ih the 
Family’” will be discussed on 
radio and television during the 
the week commencing 8th May.
